Tiao Yu Tai arouses 
US Chinese students 


As ahunk of real estate Tiao Yu 


Tai (Senkakku in Japanese)j is for 
the birds. For only the sea birds 
Such as the terns and booby gan- 
nets inhabit the;Ionely reefs of five 
roOck-girt islets in the East China 
Sea. 

Why are Japan，Red China and 
Nationalist China locked in terri- 
torial dispute over this forsaken 
spot 120 milesnorth ofTaiwan? 

A 1968 study sponsored by the 
United Nations Economic Com- 
mission for Asia and the Far East 
concluded that the East China Sea 
between Japan and Taiwan could 
be one .of the largest oil-bearing 
areas in the world， containing as 让 
does rich sediment deposited over 
eons by the greatrivers of China. 

The following year the Japanese 
Government sent 3 SUrVEey team to 
the seas Surrounding the isles and 
ascCertained the existence of a sedi- 
ment a mile and a half deep and 90 
to 150 miles wide. 


OKINAWANS 


Thepropsectof oil caused excite- 
ment in Naha, capital of the Ameri- 
can-administered Ryukyu Islands， 
Which are to revert to Japanese 
control in 1972. OKkinawans, accus- 
tomed to thinking of themselves as 
poor and without resources，sud- 
denly had visions ofre-creating the 
fabled sheikdqoms of Araby on their 
doorstep 一 for they maintain that 
the islands have been part of the 
Ryukyus since1895. 

The dispute has set off a highly 
emotional response among many 
Chinese in the United States， 
Imainly students. The incident is 
depicted as the latest example of 


over ahundred years of imperialist 
exploitation， oppression and 
humiliation. 

The protest movement began 
two months ago at Princeton Uni- 
versity，where a group of Chinese 
students，led by James Lee and 


Sheng Ping，decided to publicize 
the dispute and make the Chinese 
case known. 

In mid-December the movement 
Spread to virtually all the campuses 
in the country having sizable Chi- 
nese student populations. On Jan- 
uary 29, protests were held on both 
COasts. 


PICKET CONSULATE 

In the 了 ast，students from Co- 
lumbia，NYU，City College，Cor- 
nell， Yale， Harvard and other 
schools picketedtheJapanese Con- 
sulate, Japan Air Lines, and at the 
UN Plaza. 

In the West,arally was held in St. 
Mary's Park with students from UC 
Berkeley and Stanford heading 
g 氏 oups from the state colleges as far 
north as Chico. In the Los Angeles 
area，USC，UCLA and Cal Tech 
students tooKk over. 

Other demonstrations were held 
in Washington， Chicago and 
Seattle. 

The organizers are primarily stu- 
dents from Taiwan,， although stu- 
dents from Hong Kong and 'a 
handful of American-born Chinese 
arealso involved. 

The organizers have found 让 
difficult to gain the support of the 
Chinatown community，which is 
largely controlled by an older 
generation，many of whom have 
close ties with the Nationalist 
Government. The politically active 
young people, both in and out of 
Chinatown，tend to be critical of 
the Nationalists, but there are few 
outspoken Supporters of the Chi- 
nese Comrmunilsts. 


Although the Primary target of | 


the movement is Japan，there is 
widespread criticism of the manner 
in which the Taiwan Government 
has handled the dispute. Many 
students describe as capitulation 
by the Chinese Nationalists，the 
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Sacramentfo 
Consfrucfion 
work plan 


SACRAMENTO-A voluntary 
but binding agreement, the Greater 
Sacramento Area Plan，has been 
ratified here to provide increased 
minority employment in thebuild- 
ing and construction trades， 

Dennis Nishikawa represented 
the Asian community at negotia- 
tions. .The pact .involves seven 
Northern California counties and 
means roughly 3,000 more jobs in 
SiXyears for minority workers. 

This plan is a first in this area in 
that 计 differs from the federally 
imnposed Philadelphia Plan inbeing 
voluntary and applying to all con- 
struction and related jobs. The 
Philadelphia Plan is 1limited to 
federally assisted projects.

DESELECTION 


Dear 下 ditor: 


Until three years ago the Board 
of Eaucation has discriminated 
-against the Chinese in its employ- 
ment Practices，sSo that as a result， 
today out of nearly 5,000 teachers， 
only 250 or 5.0% are Chinese. 
Chinese students make up 15% of 
the schoolpopulation，“ 

In the matter of promotion of 
Chinese，the Board has also an 
equally disgraceful record. Three 
years ago there were only two 
Chinese administrators，less than 
19 of the total 302. Today，be- 
cause of an affirmative action 
program finally passed by the 
Board, there are13 Chineseadmin- 
istrators. 

IThe school district, faced with a 
budqdget deficit，is considering the 
firing of hundreds of teachers and 
the demotion of dozens of admin- 
istrators. If this is done strictly by 
Seniority， the Chinese， because 
they were last hired or promoted， 
woud be the first to be dismissed 
or demoted. The greatest gain that 
the Board of Education has made 
in thepast 120 years will become 
the greatest loss in one day 一 March 
15，19711! (Termination of Service 
notification date set by State Edu- 
cation Code) 

Eor the Chinese community this 
dismissal may mean the largest 
number of Chinese civil servants 
that will be effected at one time. 
There may bealoss of 11 Chinese 
administrators and nearly 50 Chi- 
mnese teachers. 

We are asking readers to write a 
letter immediately to the Board of 
Education，with a copy to the 
Superintendent， asking the Board 
not to use seniority as a sole 
criterion for deselection.

Four views of Talio Yu Tail

A few uninhabited islandqs about 
100 miles northeast of Taiwan and 
over 500 miles southwest of Japan 
would seem an unlikely spot for a 
territorial qispute which directly 
involves Japan, Taiwan, the United 
States and mainland China. But 让 
seemed unlikely ten years ago men 
would be taking golf shots on the 
Imoon，and yet it happened last 
Week. 

In demonstrations around the 
U.S. on January 30，Chinese stu- 
dents protested Japan's claim to 
SOVverelgnty over these islands, cal]- 
edTiao Yu Tai by the Chinese and 
the Senkaku by the Japanese. At 
first glance，one Imight say it ls 3 
Simple territorial qispute between 
Taiwan andJapan,if any territorial 
dispute can be termed simple. But 
the situation merits,no, demands a 
second and third and a fourth 
glance. Much more is atstake. Take 
for example the oil surrounding the 
islandin the 了 East China Sea. 


THE TAIWAN VIEW 


The government of the Republic 
of China has always insisted it has 
legitimate rights and interests on 
Tiao Yu Tai and refuses to accept 
Japanese claims over the islets， 

Foreign Minister Kiichi Aichi of 
Japan first claimed sovereignty 
over the islands at the House of 
Councilors (Upper House) on 
August 10, 1970. Since then，Tai- 
pei has declared on several Oocca- 
sions that the Chinese government 
does not recognize the demands of 
the Japanese government. In fact， 
since the Chinese government does 
not recognize Japan's claim to 
SOVvereignty over Tiao Yu Tai， it 
refuses even to participate in any 
formal negotiations over the issue. 
Taiwan is merely willing to “ex- 
change views.” 


Eleven days after Aichi's state- 
ment,，the Legislative Yuan in Tai- 
pei Tatified the Convention on 
Continental Shelf，signed in 1958， 
which provides that the coastal 
state exercises SOVereign rights OVeT 
the shelf“to a depth of 200 meters 
or beyond that limit to where the 
depth of the waters admits of the 
exploitation of natural resources.” 
Did you catch that last phrase 
“exploitation of natural re- 
Sources?” The governments of 
Japan，South Korea，and Taiwan 
are busy handing out concessions 


for deep-sea _ drilling rights in the 
East China Sea to oil companies， 
includqing Gulf，Caltex，and Royal 
Dutch Shell. 

The potential oil-producing re- 
gion，which is said to cover more 


than 200,000 square Imiles of .seay- 


extends northwards from Taiwan 
to the waters on both sides of the 
术 orean Peninsula. 

The government of the Republic 
of China insists it has the right to 
“explore and exploit resources 让 
the continental shelf north of the 
sea around Taiwan,”according to 
Dr Wel Yu-sun, spokesman of the 
Foreign Minlstry. 

DTr. Wei stated that the govern- 
ment has， through diplomatic 
channels，urged the U.S. govern- 
ment to restrain theharassment by 
the Ryukyus (the islands are- con- 
tained in what is known as the 
Ryukyus chain) authorities of Chi- 
nese fishermen fishing in the Tiao 
YuTai area. 

The Taipei governmentis in quite 
a bind. They long ago committed 
theimmselves as a“de facto”U.S. 
protectorate. They depend on the 
U.S. defense umbrella in the Far 
East, and they need U.S.sSupPport 让 
they are to have any chance of 
keeping mainland China out of the 
UN. So they cannot anger Washing- 
ton by being too belligerent. But 下 
the Taipei government is not ag- 
印 essive _ enough in backing their 
territorial claimns, they will be open 
to an old Communist criticism 一 
cowardliness in the face of Japan- 
ese territorial advances. Taipeiis in

THE JAPANESE VIEW 


It is quite possible, given the large 
rate increases demanded by the 
Middle East，Latin American and 
Asian nations for their share of the 
oil . resources taken from their 
lands, that Japan will be strangled 
by an acute oil shortage in the near 
future，The oil companies claim 
that the proposed rates are too 
stiff. The nations assert they will 
stop all production 让 their de- 
mands are not met,， and the talks 
broke down last week. Japan de- 
pends _ almost completely on the 
Middle East for its ojl. 


The Japanese are looking to the 
future，They do not want to be 
blackmailed, because they depend

They can be expected to push 
Vigorously for what they consider 
to be an essential natural resouUrce， 
And their youth is becoming in- 
creasingly militant Over questions 
of territory。 For example，the 
Japanese students exerted consid- 
erable Pressure for the return of 
Okinawa. 


THE U.S. VIEW 


The United States is under pres- 
sure from Southern textile inter- 
ests and shoe manufacturers to 
protect U.S. interests from lower- 
priced products from abroad，es- 
pecially from .Japan. The Japanese 
are angry at the Pressures the U.S. 
has been exerting on them to adapt 
avoluntary quota. President Nixon 
and most of his economic advjsors 
fear that Congress might Push 
through a protectionist trade bill， 
and many countries would enact 
similar protectionist bills, sparking 
atrade war. 

The Japanese are angry，but 
perhaps，Washington is _ thinking， 
they mightbe appeased if wethrow 
them a bone 一 say，Tiao Yu Tai. Is 
Washington aware that Imainland 
China sides with Taiwan on this 
issue Or do they think the Com- 
Inunists are asleep? 


MAINLAND CHINA'S VIEW 


Last month Peking finally broke 
its silence on the subject，coming 
out with a strong claim to Sovereign 
rights over the continental shelf in 
the 了 East China Sea. They criticized 
“American Imperialists and Japan- 
ese Teactionaries” for the“large-
